1 . WE ARE REPEATING TO YOU ROME 11808, WHICH SUMMARIZES 
AMBASSADOR MCHENRY'S CONVERSATION WITH ANGOLAN PM 
NASCIMENTO. THE REPORT IS PRELIMINARY, AND HAS NOT YET 
BEEN ANALYZED. NONETHELESS WE SHARE YOUR VIEW OF THE 
IMPORTANCE OF CONSULTING WITH MOBUTU ON A TIMELY BASIS 
ON THIS SENSITIVE SUBJECT. 

2. YOU ARE THEREFORE AUTHORIZED TO MAKE THE FOLLOWING 
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POINTS TO MOBUTU; 

- WE HAVE THUS FAR RECEIVED ONLY A PRELIMINARY REPORT OF 
THE MCHENRY TALKS, AND OUR COMMENTS SHOULD BE READ IN
